LICENCE AOIEEMENTS 

the Illinois Senate Is considering passing a law which m uuld 
legdhie all shrink-wrap software licenses. It would also make ii llletfal 
fur ustirs to piiich software, to dlitssemble any code, or to attempt to 
determine how a program worked. 

No rlgtiLs are granted to the user at all . No guarumet^s, nu 
wurratities, no return privileges. Even rights granted users by U.S. 
Copyright Law are specifically mentioned and ere voided. 

The bill was pushed through the legislature by a legal firm returned 
b) some Idrge software vendors (unnamed). I testified before an Illinois, 
bar Assoc iaiion subcommittee against the proposed law, and thai 
subcommittee and another one (some of whose members heard me speak) 
voted unanimously to recommend aflnst passage of ttie taw. 

The legal firm pushing for the passage of the proposed low hus not 
bteri i-Jiurily forthcoming about whose interests are beln^ served, or u hu 
[iie)'re representing, instead, they've managed to Imply that they're 
trying to serve the public Interest! 

Let's suppose you bought a copy of an expensive program whiiti will 
nut work on your hardware configuration. Let's suppose there ure 
(.hinges you could make to the program that would make it compatible 
with your hardware. 

Under the proposed law, you could not examine the pro^r^im to 
deiernuiie how to muke those changes. You could not apply the chuiigis, 
even if sumeune else had done the looking. You could nut returri itie 
prugrurii fur a refund, even If It didn't't work. You could not even run tlii.' 
program uiid use u(i> ideas you got from watching It run in urJi-r ic 
develop your own program. That last provision Is apeclflcally mentioned. 
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SOI 'Hi BA'i lKS-80 LS!J<:i GHOUI' 

If this sounds like en attempi at thought cuntTuI lo you, yuu'vc f^ni 
conipany. 

You can't even back up the program, even though U.S. Copyn^lu 
law specirically allows you to copy any copyrighted materiBl 'soleU hir 
archival i^urposei". THF PROPOSb:D LAW SAYS YOU MAY NOT MAM AN*. 
COPljS. 

You can't open the pack age -even If you're a store owner- u. 
tJenuinM ratt or Inspect the prngrams. Anyone who opens the package hi\s 
purchased It and agrees to abide by the terms of the license agreemttu. 
Siore owners must then buy a copy of each program they want lo < Drr>. 
7tit- (lidpt'd tor?) retult of ihit provision will be that store owners must 
carry less software. 

Guess who will benefit? 

Some people have told me to ignore the law, that It wun't 
accomplish anything. So many people will disobey the law ihat li *t\i 
have no real effect, so why get concerned? 

The reasons to get concerned are rather simple. Let's suppi.n 
you're a small software developer, and you come out with b prograrti (hm 
will make Lotus 1-2-3 look sick. 

lotus won't like thai very much. So, suppose Lotus claims thai your 
program uses ideas from 1-2-3 to accomplish its tasks. Lotus can sue \vu 
t(i slop your program from being distributed; they might even win. 

It all becomes a matter of who hu more money: you, or Lotus. 
Guess who will be put out of business, no matter which way the suit is 
settled? Guess who won't be able lo sell their program until legal aciit-n 
is concluded? 

In a related matter. Vault Corporation Is suing the maker <'f 
Copywnte, a disk copying program, In the State of Louisiana. The 
grounds: Copywnte will copy software protected by Vault's Protok, which 
leads users to violate the terms of Vault's user's license agreements. 

Louisiana's law is similar to the one proposed for Illinois. 

In another mailer, Lotus Is suing a book publisher to prevent ihut 
publisher from selling Instructions for the use of Lotus 1-2-3. it seen's 
that Lotus feels such a book Is used h a Lotus manual by people who 
have pirated copies of Lotus t-2-3. Such a book Is dangerous- - to Lotus, 

Who has more money - Lotus, or the publisher. Who Is likely to be 
hurl most by the suit? Am I the only one disturbed by the implications of 
these actions, or does it disturb you, too? 

These are good questions I think. One thing is clear, at least tci me: 
do n't ever underestimate the outright greed of the big software 
companies. I haven't seen any apparent limits to their rapaclousncs^.
